Hook of Melrose, Florida, Dre Hook, a direct descondant of Stephen and Ann S,. 
(Grant) Hook, graciously loaned it to this writer who engaged the official 
photographer at Yale University to make photostatic copies, shown herein, of the 
family data appearing in it. This wrk was done June 9 and 10, 1952. 

The title page and all fly leaves of the old Book are gone but since there 
was a title page preceding the "New Testament" section at pare 835, the latter 
was photostated and is shown herein. | 

The first page now in the old Book is number 1, (Genesis), and the last is 
mumber 1064, (Index). All earlier and later pages and fly leaves are missing. 

The Book's contents are as follows:
